This 
ran best, be done by keeping before 
them tho Master's great world-pro- 
gram : The enterprise of foreign mis- 
sions. It alone of all human enter- 
prises curries the' full moral equiva- 
lent of war. It alone makes a like ap- 
penl to that of war—tr> love, to loy- 
alty, tn courage and self-sacrifice. The 
missionary enterprise alone presents 
Hie utmost nppeal of love to God and 
of love to our fellow jiten.
